IN RUSSIA, SAYS 


BERLIN REPORT 


BERLIN, March 15, by

j-viHe.—There has been a successful 


revolution in Russia, according to tho 
Overseas News 
agency (the official 


German news bureau). 


This statement was given out today 


by the 'news agency: 


"Tho following official rfport was is- 


sued in Petrograd on March 11 about 
the successful Russian revolution: 


"'The population of Petrotrad, in- 


censed by the complete disorganisation 
of transport survkes and of alimenta- 
tion had been irritated for a long time 
against the government and had be- 
come restless. Tb.e population held the 
Kovernmeiu responsible for all its sur- 
ferings. 


" 'The government, expecting 
trou- 


ble, took measures on a large scale in 
order to maintain order 
and 
among 


other things ordered dissolution of tne 
council of the empire and the duma. 


" 'The duma, however, on March 11. 


decided not to 
accept

ukase but to continue itt; meeting. The. 
duma immediately instituted an exei.u- 
:ivo committee, presided over 
by

Rodzianko. president of the duma.'That 
committee declared itself to be a pro- 
visional government, and
